~ NO-BAD FALL IS EXPECTED 


Financiers Do Not Think French 


Currency Will Sink Like Old 
German Mark. 


Huge French balances and credits,’ 


accumulated here during the “flight of 
capital” from France, are receiving 
the attention of those financial au- 
thorities who are seeking to gauge the 


probabilities in the situation surround- 


ing the.franc, While it is imposaible 
to reach even an approximation of 
the amount of holdings transferred out 
of, France for safekeeping, the sum is 
known to be very large. 

French interests have accumulated 


. holdings not only in the United States, 


but in the Scandinavian countries, in 
Holland and Switzerland and, | re- 
cently, in Spain; whose currency now 
has reached its highest exchange level 
in more than four years. 

Judging from ‘precedents, all these 
funds will begin finding. their way 
back to France once domestic confi- 
dence has been restored there, and 
eventually this is expected to furnish 
strong support to the French exchange 
position, when stabilization ‘has been 
restored 

Almost parallel conditions develo 
when the old German mark was slid- 
ing downhill, When the Dawes Com- 
mission got down to details. on this 
Phase of German finances, records 
were thrown open to it in Gerthany; 
the United States, England, France 
and other countries, so that it was 
possible to learn something definite 
of German holdings aproad. 


‘ The Dawes Commission found that 


the sums held abroad by Germans 
mounted into billions of dollars. When 
the Dawes plan went into effect, with 
a large international loan to. Germany 
and the establishment of the currency. 
on a new gold basis, this money be- 
gan flowing back to Germany in large 
amounts, Gold shipments of consider- 
able amounts have been made from 
the United States to Germany on sev- 
eral occasions in the last year. The 

return of money held abroad has been 
one of the factors that facilitated the 
maintenance of the new Reichsmark 
virtually at parity for the last year 
and a half. 

. Financiers here believe that sooner 
or later a similar.movement of funds 
back to France will develop, despite 
the present uncertainties that surround 
the franc. The Cabinet change of last 
week and -its related occurrences 
caused some erratic fluctuations of the 
rate, but little, fundamental change 
in conditions a ppeared. The franc 
last Monday detlined to within a frac- 
tion of its record low for all time at 
2.72 cents, but rallied on official sup, 
port and went as high as 2.93 cents. 
Support dwindled, however, and- the 
franc at the close of the week was 
quoted at 2.784 cents, which com- 
pared’ with 2.93% cents at the end of 
the previous. week. 

Despite the confusion which sur- 
rounds the present situation, few in 
the financial district expect the franc 
to follow the extreme downward move- 
ment that took place in the German 
mark following the war. There are 
several reasons for this, chief among 
which is the fact that ap ae a and 
gome of the other Central 
countries whose currencies pita 
were virtually isolated and their trade 
with the rest of the world. shut off. 
This is not the case with France, 
whose foreign trade at present is of 
such proportions and importance that 
it is believed commercial interests will 
insist that remedial measures be put 
into effect. Another contrast is that 
while the fall of -the German mark 
‘met with no real resistance in Ger- 
many, France appears determined to 

revent the wiping out of the value of 
Es currency.

While the decline in the franc has 
increased the cost of the country’s for- 
eign debt service, bankers declare this 
increase has not been as large as 
might appear at- first glance. 
from the compensating reduction in its 
domestic debt, there is the fact of 
large French balances in foreign coun- 
tries, which are in. dollars or oth 
stable currencies» and which may be 
used when needed with little real rela- 
tion to the movements of the franc. 

Since the war the United States has 
become a resting place for a tremen- 
dous volume of funds originating in 
other countries and sent here for the 
safety furnished by the stabilied con- 
ditions in this country, Not only 
France and Germany, but other coun- 
tries in Europe, as well as Japan and 
a number of South American countries 
have large balances here. Several 
South American countries have gold on 
deposit in New York to serve as an 
exterior reserve against their circula- 
tion. Bankers deelare this has con- 
tributed to trade expansion and credit 
ease in this country, although it. is 
only onée ofthe many factors that 
have. created these conditions. 


FRENCH EVACUATING RIFF. 


Progressive Retirement From Span- 
ish: Zone Begins. 

PARIS, June 19 (®).—A French Mo- 
roccan division operating on the Riff 
front in the region of Targuist will 
be. relieved by Spanish troops under 
General Tarasco, it was announced at 
the Foreign Office this evening. , 

This marks the beginning of the re- 
tirement of the French forces from ‘the 
Spanish zone of Morocco, under an 
agreement reached in Madrid between 
Marshal Pétain and the Spanish au- 
thorities. 

The French troops will retire pro- 
gressively, wherever they crossed the 
line into the Spanish zone, as fast 


as. Spanish troops are available to Ter 
lieve them: 


RUSSO-FRENCH PARLEY LAGS 


Delegates Negotiating on Russian 
Debts Take a Vacation. 


PARIS, Juné 19 (®).—Efforts to. nego- 
tiate an agreement involving recogni- 
tion by the Soviet ‘Government of the 
Russian bonds held in France, and an 
arrangement for credits to Soviet. Rus- 
sia for purchases here have reached 
the point where the delegates feel the 
need for rest. Consequently they have 
decided to adjourn for a Summer va- 
cation. 

It is said on both sides gthat the ne- 
gotiations have made little headway, 
but that they will be resumed after a 
month’s interruption.

This 
brings the total shortage to more. than 
$67,000. - Gerald: is-now serving -a term 
of eight to twelve years in prison. The 
loss to the town. will be $15,000. to 
$20,000,. the remainder having been 
made good by bonding companies.

Dr. Pierce drew up the instrument, 
which awarded his estate to Mrs. 
Carley. The ,will was made in the 
presence of a woman witness, re- 
ported to be a friend of the beneficiary. 

“I don’t know anything about the de- 


tails of this will case,” said Commis- 


gioner McLaughlin, when he. reached 
Police Headquarters yesterday, ‘‘but 
personally I can’t see any reason why 

@ chaplain should interest himself to 
that extent.’’

Vastala of Buffalo has been arrested 
at York, Pa., as a suspect in the kid- 
napping, robbing and killing of Jacob 
Benderson, a wealthy retired merchant 
of this city, according toe Detective 
Chief Roche.

The .thieves ob- 
tained a’ diamond ring and a 
amount of money. 

The victim was forced to enter the 
basement soon after he made a trip 
to a bank where he deposited a. large 
sum of money. It is the theory of the 
police that the thieves believed he 
withdrew money from the bank on this 
trip. 

According to the detective chief, 
three suspicious lqgoking persons were 
seen lotering in fenter ‘alley about the 
time Benderson’ is believed to have 
been killed. He said the under 
arrest left Buffalo soon after the kill- 
ing and that he is well known in the 
Buffalo underworld.

ing from the suit of clothes found on 
the body. 

The. investigation was renewed by 
Dr. William J. Brickley. A grave in 
Potter’s rill containing the body was 
opened and by records of dentistry 
work done by a Roxbury dentist abso- 
lute identification was made. 

Dr. Brickley, up to this time, had 
held a tentative theory of suicide in 
the case. Today, however, he changed 
his attitude pin said that he had asked 
the Boston. police to resume their in- 
vestigation.

Italy was contrasted with France. 
In the former country Signor Mus- 
solini’s personality was held to be a 
greater force than the policy he rep- 
resented, albeit he has identifed him- 
self, and to\ some extent submerged 
his own personality in the doctrine of 
an imperial Italy which he preaches. 

M. Aristide Briand,\ on the - other 
hand, has succeeded in doing nothing 
more than establish his personal 
kudos upon the politicians with whom 
he -is directly in contact... His ability 
in that direction is beyond dispute. 
He has weathered storms and sur- 
vived attacks. which .would have been 
fatal to a less able man; .but he has 
hot dominated party politics to the 
point ‘at which he could stand up and 
say: ‘I represent France, I am 
French opinion. The country is with 
me and I care nothing for  Parlia- 
mentary parties.’’ 

In ‘Poland, where political divisions 
have always turned on_ personalities 
rather than on principles, Marshal

This brought to. light the former 
course of the River Landwasser, con- 
firming the view long entertained by 
geologists that in the remote past this 
river ran in the opposite direction, 
flowing into thé-River Lansquart near 
Klosters. : 

The great upheaval that caused it to 
run’ backward ‘and desert its former 
bed is now supposed to have been 
caused by an enormous landslide from 
the mountain above, which sent the 
waters rushing. back to find a new 
outlet on the other side of the slopes 
in the opposite direction.

Nine New Sections, the Gift of 
Sir Joseph Duveen, Will Open 
Museum to World Art.

~ ‘Special Cable to Tux New Yorx Tives, 
LONDON, June 19.—An addition to 

the Tate Gallery, built at the expense 
of Sir Joseph Duveen, the art dealer 
and connoisseur, will probably be 
formally thrown open to the public to- 
ward the end of next week, 

The opening was originally planned 
for June 8 and Sir Joseph arrived in 
London. from New York before that 
date in order to be present. The con- 
struction of nine new galleries, which 
comprise the annex, was delayed by 
the general strike, and whether they 
will be ready by the end of next week 
depends on the workmen. 

Sir Joseph’s latest gift ‘to the Tate 
Gallery, which belongs to the nation, 
makes it the second in importance only 
to the National Gallery. The gift also 
transforms the museum, now devoted 
exclusively to British art, into one de- 
voted to world art. Henceforth it will 
contain works of modern foreign art- 
ists as well as those of Britishers, and 
henceforth it will be one of the places 
students must go to in order to study 
the works of John Singer Sargent. 

The British, however, have claimed 
Sargent for their own and at the Tate 
Gallery his pictures bear the abel, 
“British School.” 

Orie of the nine new galleries con- 
tains only his works. Among these 
are the drawings -for the famous 
panels in Boston Library, and a 
sketch for the portrait of Mme. Gau- 
treau, now in the Metropolitan in New 
York. : 

Miss Sargent, the artist’s sister, and 
Mrs. Ormand gave a portrait of Claude 
Monet sketching in his garden by Sar- 
gent for the new Sargent Room. 

Sir Joseph _Duveen: has followed in 
the footsteps of his father, Sir J. J. 
Duveen, .as a patron, of.the Tate Gal- 
lery. His father gave the museum its 
Turner Wing. Sir Joseph originally 
made the offer to build the new gal- 
leries to house the bequest of the col- 
lection of an Irishman, Sir Hugh Lane, 
who was drowned when the Titanic 
foundered. The Tate Gallery is now 
in possession of his collection, but its 
ownership is being disputed in the 
House of Commons: by’ the Dublin 
Museum. f 

Sir Joseph at first guaranteed £25,000 
forthe additions, but as the work 
progressed Re added other sums until 
the total has reached £50,000. 

' The architect of the new galleries is 

Romaine Walker. For one of them, he 

has devised a scheme to secure the’ 

‘most effective lighting for the darkest 

picture. Half of the gallery has an 

ordinary ceiling which throws that half 
in semi-darkness. But the other half 
is covered by a glass arcade rising 
high above the flat ceiling of the first 


The pictures are hung on the walls 
under the atcade so that the light is 
focussed on ‘them. ‘The observer, by. 
standing in the shadowed part of the: 
room, may see every detail of the pic- 
tures, 

Another. gallery is lighted by a cen- 
Others are lighted in the 
ordinary fashion, but all the pictures 
are accessible, because the ceilings a: 
not high enough to permit the pictures 
being hung far above the heads of the 
spectators. .

The first open proclamation issued 
by the Hungarian royalist organiza- 
tion founded April 18 for the purpose 
of carrying on propaganda for the 
placing of Empress Zita’s eldest son, 
Otto, on the throne of St. Stephan, 
was published in the Pester Lloyd of 
June’ 3, together with an announce- 
ment of the public meeting of the 
“Holy Crown” scheduled for June 12. 


As reported in a Budapest dispatch 
to THe New York Timés, this meeting 
was a big one, was attended by many 
Hungarian aristocrats of all parties 
and was addressed by the 80-year-old 
Count Albert Apponyi. n contra- 
distinction to most Hun an political 
societies, the ‘‘Holy Crown’’ seems to 
be open' and aboveboard and its ap- 
peal is addressed to all Hungarian 
citizens. The proclamation reads as 
follows: ‘ 


Appeal.to the men of Hungary! 

As the most painful result of the 
war that was forced upon. us, our 
1,000-year-old boundaries have been 
destroyed by internal revolutions and 
the command of Trianon. The un- 
certainty and the partisan divisions 
of the eight years that have elapsed 
since then have made the heavy 
cross of our tragic lot still heavier. 
We are collapsing under ‘the burden 
of Hungarian life; we are perishing 
and with us is perishing the heritage 
of our children—the country. After 
the lack of results .of eight years 
there is no longer any doubt that 
only the brilliance of the Holy Crown 
can bring strength and joy to us in 
the material and moral confusion 
prevailing in the country. The Holy 
Crown must be made living, for only 
from it, with it and for it can the 
nation live.

Our ideal is the historic Hungary 
based upon the continuity of law.

“SOME CHANGE IS NEEDED 


But a. Genuine Reform of the 
Present System Very Soon 
Seergs Unlikely.

SHANGHAI, May 10.—The annual 
Fatepayers’ meeting for .1926 of the 
International Settlement ‘here has 
taken place, and local foreign newspa- 
papers are. disposed to regard it as an 
epochal event/in the history of these 
concessions. That is because a resolu- 
tion was adopted, with practical una- 
nimity, recommending that Chinese be 
admitted. to. the Municipal Council, 
thus offering them for the first time 
@® measure of -actual participation in 
government of the Settlement. 

It is a departure, and a significant 
one, when the traditions of foreign 
position here are broken by inviting 
Chinese into. the Council. The action 
logically concedes two things: that 
Chinese.have a right to take part in 
the government of foreign concessions 
in China, and that they are‘competent 
to do so. For however that right and 
that competence may be denied by a 
strong foreign element here, any other 
implications_about reasons for this ac- 
tion of the ratepayers are even more 
embarrassing to the standpat foreign 
status. 

To one who is familiar by close con- 
tact with the background of this ae- 
tion, with immediate precedents of it, 
and the probable motives underlying it, 
the outcome is dubious. I, cannot 
agree with the conventional public at- 
titude of foreigners and the foreign 
press here, which can be summarized 
thus: 

“Well,-that surely ought to satisfy 
the Chinese. If they won't accept our 
.generous. proposal’ then they will be 
responsible for whatever happens.”’ 


Doubt About Proposal. 


Firstly; one knows that this “gen- 
erous’’ proposal of the foreign rate- 
payers is not,at all generous, but was 
done because of fear of serious con- 
sequences Otherwise. The, ‘average for- 
eign ratépayers in Shanghal no more 
believes i§w than he did ‘ten years 
ago that the Chinese have a’ right to 


participate in the government of this 
Settlement, or that they are competent 
to do so... That resolution was pro- 
posed and adopted as » gesture having 
two principal objects. One is to try 
to placate the Chinese temporarily and 
to avert a repetition of. strikes and, 
boycotts and other forms of anti-for-' 
eignism. ' Another is to°create an im- 
pression .in ‘home countries that the 
municipal .authorities here are doing 
all in. their» power to concillate. the 
Chinese, ‘so that if trouble-comes the 
powers will back them up. 

In short, the resolution inviting Chi- 
nese to elect three additional members 
to the Council, making it then a body 
of nine foreigners and three Chinese, 
is a play to the international political 
gallery. Locally and throughout China 
it scarcely ‘can have any conciliatory 
effects; indeed. the reactions among 
Chinese may be. decidedly adverse. 

Adoption sof the resolution was ‘‘cut 
end dried.” It was known before- 
hand that -it would be passed. . It. was 
known also that the Chinese would 
not accept the proffered represerita- 
tion on the Council. 

This was common knowledge for 
gome time. previous to the meeting. 
Both on the day before the meeting 
and on that morning the Chinese Gen- 
eral Chanibers of Commerce, repre- 
sentative of Chinese opinion, published 
full: page advertisements in leading 
foreign and. vernacular newspapers, 
making it plain that anything less 
than full racial equality in the Settle- 
ment and :a@ resentation on the 
Council-proportionate to taxes paid by 
Chinese and foreigners would not be 
accepted by Chinese. 

In pronowncements relating to this. 
issue the foreigners were offering less 
than they’ will give if forced into a 
corner, The Chinese are demanding 
more than they will take at a real 
showdown... Leading Chinese have told 
me that they. will a4 satisfied, for the 
time, with equal répresentation. On 
the basis of the Chambers’ published 
manifesto “the Chinese “would ‘have 
probably a nine to one majority on the 
council. - 


Wee 1 it came to organizing a govern- 
ment for. these concessions the local 
rassumed the lead, 
took places on the council and directed 
the gdministration. The system had 
advantages, and so it carried on year 
after year, with-only occasional at- 
tempts at revolt by elements that re- 
sented having line settlement controlled 
by: a ‘taipan oligarchy. ; 
Taipans Continue to Rule. 


The International Settlement / of 
Shanghai today is as much ‘‘bossed’’ 
by the taipan oligarchy as it was forty 
years ago. That statement will be 
contradicted, perhaps, but it is essen- 
tially true. An analysis of candidates 
presented at the last election of the 
council shows plainly that, with one 
possible exception, all of them were 
hominees of the taipans. Within the, 


oligarchy in late years are a number 
of important local institutions having 
extensive real property and invest- 
ments, and which in consequence are 
affected by municipal: developments, 
especially road extensions and: im- 
provements and transit facilities. 

I do not want to imply a dishonest 
use of the oligarchy’s power. But it is 
notorious that a good deal in the set- 
tlement goes by its_favor, and that it 
is difficult to accomplish much here 
against its opposition. In late. years, 
as the personnel and character of the 
foreign population in Shanghai have 
changed, and as business conditions 
change also, there is growing restless- 
ness of some elements: under the rule 
of the taipan oligarchy ;. but no real ef- 
fort to overthrow it has developed. It 
is strongly entrenched. 

Therefore, we in Shanghai know that 
when a resolution is proposed that 
three Chinese be admitted to the coun- 
cil and it is adopted at the annual rate- 
payers’ meeting, it was because the 
oligarchy willed that action. 


Early Changes Not Expected. 


Chinese know that also. They know 
further (which may be overlooked in 
hofne countries) that this resolution of 
the ratepayers qannot become effec- 
tive until the Diplomatic -Corps. in 
Peking, acting in consultation with the 
Wai Chiao-pu (Chinese Foreign Office) 
and under authority of the home Cov- 
ernments, revise the Land Regulations 
to meet the occasion. In fact, the reso- 
lution does not give Chinese represen- 
tation on the council, it merely dis- 
closes the sense of the ratepayers 
here. So, if dilatory tactics by some 
diplomats in. Peking, or in the foreign 
offices, holds up_revision of the Land 

Regulations for a year or. two, or in- 

itely, this resolution would’ mean 
vet little. It might be an empty ges- 
ture. Chinese so regard it, I believe. 

But, ‘anyhow, it puts this foreign 
community on record. That much is 
accomplished. 

Yesterday I talked about this situa- 
tion with a leading taipan, who spoke 
frankly. 

**‘While I believe it was expedient at 
this time to offer.seats on the council 
to Chinese, I doubt very much if they 
really want to participate in govern- 
ment of the settlement. I mean the 
great majority of them, the more sub- 
stantial class, do not. Of course, there 
is a largely fictitious sentiment, worked 
up by students and radical agitators, 
who want to get control of the settle- 
"ment in order to exploit, it for their 
own advantage. Substantial Chinese, 1 
believe firmly, prefer to let things stay 
as they are until the nation gets better 
organized. I doubt if Chinese will 
elect members to the council, and if 
they«do that Chinese members will 
take an active part :in administration. 
The outcry for Chinese representation 
is: 90. per cent. hot air.’’ } 


Chinese Merchants Do Not Hold Office. 


There is some reason in that view- 
point. The more substantial elements 
of Chinese, those engaged in and suc- 
cessful in business, and those with 


property, are. unaccustomed to take 
part in government. In China, gov- 
ernment always has been the preroga- 
tive of a specially educated set cf men, 
formerly called mandarins, and since 
the revolution of officials most of 
whom ‘were mandarins. Tradition in- 
hibits the merchant class and the gen- 
try. from opehly taking part in poli- 
tics. They always have been afraid 
of politics. Perhaps the greatest handi- 
cap to: reconstructing government in 
China is this conservatism of the 
stable elements. It is giving way to 
the influence of new ideas, but slowly. 

However, political ideas and thought 
are on the march in China, as they. 
ate in other countries. When foreign- 
ers here say that Chinese will hesi- 
tate to run for the council, and if 
elected they will be reluctant to take 
public position and responsibility, I 
agree, ut when it is asserted that 
Chinese Will not accept election, and 
will decline altogether to participate 
in administration here, I do not agree. 
Changes are coming, and Chinese will 
be found who will stand forth to take 
part in “hero the problems of this 
great port. 

‘Meanwhile ’ the ratepayers’ resolu- 
tion leaves the situation just where it 
was before the meeting. 

And the anniversary of May 30, 1925,- 
will soon be here.

WAR DEBTS AS AN ASSET. 


Secretary ‘MELLON has in the last 
‘number ‘ef The Saturday Evening Post’ 
‘an article on the European war debts, 
in which the statements of fact and the 
reasoning from them seem a little con- 
fused. The Secretary lays great stress 
on the duty of foreign nations to “ honor 
their obligations” to the United States. 
He quotes ALEXANDER HamiLTon to the 
effect that a country must,’ in all inter- 
national claims, rule out questions of 
generosity or kindness, and look strictly 
to self-interest. But presently we find 
Secretary MELLON admitting _ that it 
would have been out of the question to 
exact. full payment from opr European 
debtors. “No nation can be required to

Such an asset the United 
States obviously has. in hand, in the 
shape of the European debts. The sole 
question is how to handle the matter so. 


that the true value of the asset will not |' 


be impaired—much ‘less turned into an 
actual, liability. And here is the place 
to /utilize the logic of the Secretary’s 
statement that Europe as a friend and 
customer is worth much more to the 
United States than Europe as a sullen 
debtor. 

Thisyis not to say that our Govern- 
ment has been wrong in seeking agree- 
ments to pay off the war loans, at least 
in part. But those are only the initial 
steps. djustments made are con- 
fessedly teniporary.’ Before. many years 
the question will again press for answer 
whether we are not able to make use of 
the war debts in order more plainly and 
directly than hitherto to secure the great 
objects for the-sake of which the debts 
were created. These objects are peace, 
international friendship, the revival of 
- foreign commerce, the opening of new 
markets for American production. To 
secure these great advantages, not only. 
‘for ourselves, but for all the world, it 
will be surely the mark of. wisdom in 
the near future to employ skillfully our 
tag and strategic asset, the European

I tecesnalas Recovery on ‘Stock 


Exchange—Francs Close 
at Slight Advance. — 


‘ The heavy selling under which the 
stock market declined abruptly-on Fri- 
day afternoon was not repeated yester- 
day and ‘prices, after some hesitation, 
advanced again. The movement was 
cautiously conducted, however; it nat- 
urally centred on the stocks which had 
fallen with particular violence the day 
before, and even these did not main- 
tain up-to the close their early recov- 
ery of yesterday. General Dlectric, for 
instance, after rising 6% points, fell 
back 3%; du Pont went up 2% and 
down 1%. This on the whole sug- 
gested, as Friday’s market. had done 
in a ‘more emphatic way, the disposi- 
tion even of enthusiastic speculators 
not to get far off from shore. 

But the day’s tendency was none 
the léss toward general recovery. <Ad- 
vances of 1 to 3 points were numerous, 
both with industrial and railway 
sharés, and the total business done was 
the largest of any Saturday since 
March. Wall Street consequently de- 
parted for its week-end in-a’ cheerful 
mood, although not positively con- 
vinced of what the market’s course 
would be in the coming week. 

Undoubtedly, a> good. part of © the 
purchases which have advanced stock 


market values during the past month, | ex 


especially in the earlier stages of the 
recovery, represented real buying for 
investment, and an equally large part 
the: covering of speculative sales. But 
theré can be no doubt that last weeit’s 
opérations. were distinctly ‘conducted 
with a view to inflaming the imagina- 
tion of the spetulative public and re- 
peating the wild movements of 1925. 
No ohe can ever be sure what the body 
of outside. speculators will do at a 
given time; there have been numerous 
occasions when they have rushed tu- 


‘multuously into. the stock’ market, as 
they rushed into. the “Florida boom,’ 
not because of any, serious convictions 
on the general situation but simply be- 
eause prices were advancing rapidly. 
From one point of view, therefage, a 
violent rise of prices may be-regarded 


as the. cause of a ‘still more ‘violent 


advance. ‘But that result assumes the 
absence of selling by real holders who 
considered that prices had. gone too 
high, and-a precautionary attitude of 
the kind is always apt to exist at he 
time of year.

‘There 
are many, however,’ who leave their 
buying jinitil the ‘last, moment, when 
they rush en: masse to. obtain; what 
they.really need. Such dilatory buyers 
are. always at a disadvantage and are 
often .obliged to’ content themselves 
with something: more or less near to 
what they actually want, as well as to 
receive less attention than when their 
purchasing is done more leisurely. The 
closing of the schools and the approach 
of the vacation season, now about at 
hand, will hasten the buying of sea- 
sonal merchandise, and-the promise is 
of some lively business between now 
and the Fourth of July. Meanwhile, 
the primary markets are in a kind of 
listless state, as is customary at this 
time of year, and the wholesalers are 
taking account of stock with no dis- 
position: to enlarge inventories. More 
active buying for Fall and some com- 
-mitments in certain directions for next 
Spring are expected soon after the na- 
tional holiday. The general disposition 
continues to delay purchases as long as 
possible and to buy. merely for cur- 
rent needs? - It is too soon as yet to get 
a definite line.on conditions for the last 
half of the year or as to the trend of 
prites, although the prevailing opin- 
ion is that the latter will be lower. A 
Yew more weeks, however, may change 
this view.

_. There are con- 
flicting opinions as 
to the value and 
possible effect of 
the airing which is 
being given to the conditions in the 
textile industry, especially as to cottons 
and woolens. That these conditions 
were not as satisfactory as was desired 
by manufacturers of fabrics was pretty 
well understood by buyers as well as 
éellers, although statistics of produc- 
tién and distribution were not easily 
ascertainable with any degree of accu- 
racy. Profit and loss figures in the 
case of corperations whose stocks are 
Hsted on the exchanges shed some 
light on the sit#ation, though they did 
not appear until some time after things 
had occurred. Recently, however, the 
trade associations have been bringing 
the matter to general public attention. 
Cotton ‘manufacturers, for example, 
efter a conference with Secretary of 
Commerce Hoover, held’a meeting to 
discuss the problem of how to make 
their mills pay and, incidentally, told 
about the straits they are in. ‘The only 
remedy so far suggested was the re- 
striction of production until demand 
catches up, and this has been adopted 
to a considerable extent. It. cannot be 
gaid that any stiffening of prices has 
as yet resulted. One effect, however, 
has been to give the impression that 
matters are in a little worse shape 
tHan was generally believed, and this 
has tended to confirm buyers in the 
iinpression that prices are unstable and 
that they have only to wait in order 
to get concessions. Such a state of 
mind is not conducive to the securing 
of much asvance business, whatever 
else it ma*'do. A minimizing of the 
importance ‘of certain present tempo- 
Yary. ills.and a greater degree of con- 
fidence in the situation in the near 
futuré might put a different face on 
things.

Foreign Trade. - Showed an excess 

of merchandise ex- 

ports over imports. As compared with 
preceding months ‘of 1926 both exports/ 
and imports shrunk in yalue, the lat-" 
ter especially so. Both were also less 
than in the corresponding months last 
year. In giving out the figures at 
Washington. .the impressionAvas sought 
to be created. that the shrinkage in 
imports was wholly due to the lower 
values of such articles as rubber and 
coffee, which are virtually monopol- 
ized. But the drop in the value of 
the imports from: April to May was 
nearly -$80,000,000, which is much too 
large to be accounted for in this way. 
When detailed figures are furnished it 
will doubtless appear that not over 
pne-quarter-of the difference can -be 
so ascribed. .Again, for the third year 
in succession, the imports of May 
showed a falling off from those of the 
preceding month, while the exports 
have always shown a similar drop. As 
it is, the excess of exports for last 
month was about $38,000,000, as 
against one of $43,426,389-for May, 
1925. For the eleven months of the 
fiscal year the exports foot up $4,414,- 
901,173, as against $4,541,233,389 last 
year, while the imports are, respective- 
ly, $4,126,752,722 and $3,498,912,640. 
This year, for eleven months, the ex- 
cess of exports is $288,148,451, as com- 
pared with $1,042,320,749 last ‘year. 
It betokens an excess of exports for 
the year of about $320,000,000 instead 
of the $1,040,452, 769 of the fiscal year 
of 1924-25. More than this, it indi- 
cates that the period of billion-dollar 
surplusés is about at an end and that 
excessés of exports over imports are 
reverting to the pre-war basis.

; Taking the 
Cotton Prospects. whole of -last 
and Fabric week together, 
Conditions. cotton prices 
showed a weak- 
ening tendency. This was partly the 
result of improved weather conditions 
in the growing district, since the crop 
prospects are becoming more and more 
of an influence as the new cotton year 
approaches. Another factor is the 
extent of the use of the existing sup- 
ply.. The consumption of cotton in 
domestic. mills in May was 15,000 
bales less than in the corresponding 
month last year, but this was partly 
offset by an improvement in the ex- 
ports. The takings by British spin- 
ners of American. cotton in. May were 
Icss by about 30,000 bales than in the 
month -preceding, and those for the 
season aggregated about 120,000 bales 
less than for the same period in 1925. 
Guessing on the size of the new crop 
has already hegun, one estimate dur- 
ing the past. week placing it at some- 
thing over 14,000,000 bales, Except- 
ing as a betting proposition this is of 
no value at this time, more especially 
because of the backwardness of the 
crop. No trustworthy estimate based 
on actua! conditions can reasonably 
he expecicd for two months or more. 
The first Government report will be 
ued on July 2, The goods market 
shows signs of vacillation and some 
weakness. Gray ‘goods prices have 
been scftening without. bringing out 
much business. Certain finished goods 
have” been moving somewhat more 
freely with warmer weather and there 
is n disposition in some parts of the 
primary markets to guarantee prices 
fer a period in order to stimulate 
dealings. No very large movement in 
cotton goods generally is expected 
until the jobbers visit the market here 
next inonth. Knit goods share in the 
prevailing duliness.

Still There Are Occasions When 
the Courtesy of Sales Per-: 
‘sons is Wrenched. 


- One of the féw really good affecdotes 
concerning department stores has to'do 
with that bane of all retailers—the wo- 
man who is “*just looking.’’ It is: about 
a shopper ef this type who stopped at 
a silk counter of a certain store one 
afternoon and asked to.be shown some 
satin. The clerk serving her took down 
piece after piece, which the woman 
looked at’ and then dismissed with a 
‘wave of the hand. 

When the clerk. was about at the 
point of physical exhaustion the ‘‘cus- 
tomer” calmly informed him that she 
had/not intended to buy anything and 
that she had simply stopped there be- 
cause she was in the store looking for 
a friend. To which, with a note of 
exasperation in his voice, the clerk re- 
plied: ‘There are still a few pieces of 
satin on the shelves, madame. Per- 
haps we shall find your friend in one 
of:them.” , 

‘This little story is related only be- 
cause it illustrates the violation of one 
of’ the cardinal rules of retail salesman- 
ship—that, no matter what the circum- 
stances may be, the customer must be 
tregted courteously. It is for such vio- 
lations that executives of modern de- 
partment stores are constantly on the 
watch, and it is part ‘of the duties of 
the ‘‘shoppers”’ of such stores to ob- 
serve and report them when they oc- 
cur. That they are numerous is shown 
by reports turned in by these employes. 

Sometimes the ‘‘shoppers” report on 
how they are treated when they ‘‘buy”’ 
an article in the store that employs 
them: sometimes they merely observe 
the treatment accorded real customers. 
Only recently an observation report 
turned in by oné “shopper’’ ghowed a 
flagrant violation of the courtesy rule. 
In this case a customer was looking 
through the stock of misses’ coats of 
a certain size, but was evidently not 
able to find what she wanted. The 
saleswoman simply walked along with 
her, making no attempt to help. The 
customer, either piqued at her failure 
to find a coat she thought suitable or 
at the saleswoman's apparent lack of 
interest in her problem, finally’ gave 
up witha rather pettish remark con- 
cerning the'lack of style in the gar- 
ments she had seen. At this the sales- 
woman bridled and snapped, ‘‘Huh, I 
suppose. you know more about style 
than our buyer!’’ The customer left 
without replying. 

The “shopper,” who had recognized 
the customer as one of the country’s 
well-known authorities on women’s 
dress, so far forgot herself as to 
“step out of character’ and tell the 
saleswoman who the woman was. The 
saleswoman, not knowing the ‘‘shop- 
per’’ from Eve, looked at her brazenl 
for a moment and then replied’ cut- 
tingly, “Sure. she is, an’ I’m Ma 
Pickford.”” , There’s a new girl in that 
department. > 

Another ‘‘shopper’’ in the same store 
is tall and thin. She is married, but 
looks rather like a spinster. _Conse- 
quently, when she is ‘‘buying’”’ in her 
own store she leans Aoward things 
that>- women of her type would likely 
buy. Recently ‘she ‘‘shopped” the 
‘women’s coat section and deliberately 
picked out the least stylish garment in 
the place. She agked to have it sent, 
and gave the saleswoman ,her name 
and address. When she caffed herself 
Mrs. Charles Jones the saleswoman 
stared at her in surprise. - ‘‘Gee,’’ she 
said, “that’s a funny one, you bein’ 
married. .Most women that buys coats 
like that is old maids.” 

Not so very long ago the gales- 
women of the stout wear section of a 
prominent store were given some thor- 
ough drilling on the effect of color on 
intensifying or reducing the bulkiness 
of the stout figure. A ‘‘shopper’’ for 
this store had for an aunt an agree- 
able but very’ chubby woman who 
consented to help ‘her test how well 
the lessons had been learned. She was 
instructed to ask first for a dress in 
a certain shade of gray which, while 
it .would be suitable for wear by some 
types of stout women, would make her 
look like a circus freak. It was further 
arranged that if the salwoman tried 
to sell the aunt a dress of a darker 
hue—a navy blue, perhaps—she would 
slowly and apparently reluctantly let 
herself be won over. 

With the stage all set, the show 
began. The saleswoman brought out 
some dresses in dark colors first, 
thereby showing that the selling in- 
structions had not been lost on her. 
The aunt politely but firmly rejected 
them and asked for the gray shade, 
as she had been coached. Finally, 
over her voiced objections, the sales- 
woman produced a dress of the desired 


hué, and the aunt retired to a fitting’ prasir 


room to don it. 

The ‘‘shopper’’ and the saleswoman 
waited near the door of the fitting 
room, and as‘the aunt emerged the 
saleswoman’s eyes seemed to pop from 
her head. “Oh, God, Madam,” she 
ejaculated, “take it off quick. It 
makes you look like a balloon.’’ The 
remark, coupled with the shocked. ex- 
pression on the saleswoman's | face, 
caused both the aunt and the ‘“‘shop- 
per’ to smile involuntarily. This 
seemed to touch the saleswoman ‘‘on 
the raw.”’ She forgot all rules about. 
courtesy in selling. ‘“‘Women with 
taBte like yours,’’ she snapped, ‘‘ought 
to buy their clothes on Third Avenue 
instead of here.” 

A shopper for the same store was 
standing near two women in the 
misses’ dress section a few days ago 
while they were looking at graduation 
dresses. She gathered from their con- 
versation that one of them wanted to 
buy a dress for her daughter's gradua- 
tion. from high school. The sales- 
woman had shown them séveral, the 
last of which was rather simply made. 

Holding this dress up before her, the 
mother-of the. girl remarked to her 

on that it really was a shame 
to pay a high price for such a dress, 
when one like it could be made at 
home without a great deal of trouble. 
At that the saleswoman took the dress 

e s hands, at the 
same time informing her rather 
forcibly that if she was sh for 
ideas instead of dresses ‘she bet- 
ter go somewhere else to do it. The 


customer and her companion left in a 


huff, saleswoman’ had 


thing to explain later. 
another instance the. infraction of 
rule occurred in the pres- 
ence of the buyer. The merchandise 
this case was a child’s raincoat, 
with hat to. match The argument 
came up.over the price, the customer 
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Not only were retail buyers fewer in 
the local dry goods market last. week, |. 
but most of them; according to the 
special report of Claflins, Incorporated, 
gought only \such goods as could be 
bought at reduced prices. The report 
goes on: ete 

“Orders by. mail and from our road 
men were received with regularity, but 
most of them continued to confirm the 
fact that retailers prefer td buy fre- 
quently and in small quantities. 
Throughout the various departments, 
however, the charges showed that a 
general line of merchandise was 
wanted. f 

“In linens, road men have been send- 
ing.a steady general business, with a 
tendency toward novelty goods of every 
description. Turkish bath towéls and 
Summer bedspreads are still the lead- 
ers. This is, of-course, not urffisual at 
this season of the year. ‘There has de- 
veloped an increasing demand for dress 
linens, white voiles, batistes and broad- 
cloths. et 

“Road and mail orders for wash 
goods, while not large, showed a de- 
cided improvement on some choice fab- 
rics, and the general line continued to 


sell in good volume. Among the most 
popular sellers were piece-dyed fabrics, 
plain and printed voiles, silk and cot- 
ton crépes_and pongees. 

“Road and mail orders for silk fab- 
rics were also satisfactory. <A large 
number of orders called for white and 
pastel shades in georgette crépes; 
crépes de chine and flat crépes. Sport 
satins, too, enjoyed a good activity. 

“Business in our lining departmént 
continued about the same as.the week 
previous, fabrics selling best being 
eloths used for lingerie and costume 
slip purposes. 

“There was a continued demand for 
cream wool dress fabrics for immediate 
delivery, a preference being shown for 
all-wool French flannels. Road orders 
for Fall delivery have been. satisfac- 
tory, showing an increased tendency 
on the part of retailers to prepare for 
their Fall wants. - 

“Ruffle curtains of all styles were 
the leading items in our drapery de- 
partment. White was the best seller, 
although there has been a _ good.call 
for colors. Mail orders have been. very 
good in this department, and road and 
house sales have been fair. , 

Men’s and women’s crépe silk hand- 
kerchiefs and women’s printed novel- 
ties lead the sales in the handkerchief 
department. Road and mail sales con- 
stituted the bulk of last week’s busi- 
ness.’ - ‘

for some time past. In fact, many of 
the difficulties which have confronted 
the garment manufacturer are *traced | 
to the lack, of exact knowledge of costs he 
together with adequate yet simple cost | 


records. This situation has been fully 
recognized by the National Wholesale 


Women’s Wear Association, and_ ita) 


Committee-.on Better: Business | Plan- 
ning has been wrestling with the prob- 
lem for some months past.. As the 
outcome of its labors, the committee 
during, the past weex recommended to 
the trade the adoption of a complete, 
yet brief, cost calculation form, which 
if followed by the manufacturer, will 
show him at a glance just what the 
costs of each style are. 

Discussing’ what the committee..rec- 
ommends, its Chairman, Lewis Roth, 
of the firm of Roth & Lohren, pointed 
out that the manufacturer who knows 


his costs accurately and who conducts 
his business in an economical and ef- 
ficient manner, establishing fair sell- 
ing prices from the basis of his costs, 
will. not fear competition from another 
manufacturer who conducts his busi- 
ness upon similar lines. ‘‘Competition,” 
according to Mr. Roth, ‘‘is to feared 
from the manufacturer who does not 
know his costs. He may be selling his 
product ata loss without knowing it. 

“In most cases his faulty costs 
(usually understated) are responsible 
for absurdly low: selling prices, which 
ultimately result in his failure. In the 
meantime, however, he has visited his 
misfortunes, upon all- other manufac- 
turers in tHe industry in which he‘was 
a competitor. Usually the greater part 
of his errors will be found in his fig- 
uring the indirect expenses incidental 
to his business and the apportionment 
of the same to the individual items of 
his. product.’’ 

In the committee’s opinion the work 
of broadcasting this requisite knowl- 
edge of all cost factors must penetrate 
the entire industry. ‘‘As a matter of 
self-preservation,” said Mr. Roth, 
“manufacturers who conduct their 
business in an efficient manner must 
spare no effort to teach and induce the 
inefficient competitor to adopt cost 
figuring methods which will reflect 
true costs, not for~ his own benefit 
only, but also for the benefit of the 
industry at large. This is what the 
National Wholesale Women’s Wear 
Association, through its Committee on 
Better Business Planning, is now at- 
tempting to accomplish. 

“It. should be distinctly undcrstood 
that the recommendation of this form 
and the adoption of a uniform method 
of cost. figuring is. limited strictly to 
finding the cost of a manufacture and 
is not an attempt to regulate the 


.mark-up or selling prices maintained 


by the individual manufacturer.” - 
“A few years ago,’ Mr. Roth went 
on, ‘‘the Federal. Trade Commission 
investigated the causes of business 
failure in the United States. Of the 
250,000 manufacturers in the country 
it was found that 125,000, or .50 per 
cent. of them, operated without ,a 
profit. Only 12,500, or 5 per cent., had 
exact knowledge of the costs of their 
product. The commission advanced 
the opinion that the- 125,000 manufac- 
turing businesses were operated with- 
out a profit because they did not know 
what the true costs were of the goods 
that they produced. é 
“The executives of this industry are 
now subjected to Frege exerted by 
their workers for higher wages on the 
one hand and, on the other, by their 
customers for lower prices. In such a

No. ——,- lining, flannel, braid, perca- 
line, velvet, fur, buttons, ornaments, 
embroidery No. ——, fur set and sun- 
dries, each item being followed by the 
yard or unit price so that the cost of 
each separate item used may be en- 
tered in the proper space. Then fol- 
lows the space for the total cost of 
‘the materials for each of the respec- 
tive size groups. 

Spaces for labor charges come next, 
with entries- to be made for cutting, 
operating, finishing, pressing, unem- 
ployment insurance, which added ‘to- 
gether give the total labor aruee. 
The overhead is figured on mat 
and labor, the charges being based on 
the selling price of the garments. Per- 
centage of discount on the selling 
price is now provided for, with per- 
eentage of mark-down based on the 
selling costs in the space following. 
The manufacturer, with these simple 
operations. completed, now. arrives at 
the percentage -of profit ‘on the cost 
and the percentage of profit on the 
selling price, the latter being listed 
near the bottom of the page. 

Halved squares are provided at the 
bottom of -the page for each of the 
sizes from: 14 to~544%. These are for 
separate size estimates of cloth and 
lining and should be filled in to: corre- 
spond with the size ranges as indi- 
cated at the head of each calculation 
column. Individual size estimates ‘or 
requirements should be filled in their 
proper squares, using the upper half 
of each square for cloth and the lower 
half for lining. The. ‘overhead’ 
charge, the committee points out, in- 
cludes selling, manufacturing and gen- 
eral expenses and should be figured 
as a percentage of the total net sales. 

The committee.acknowledged its in- 
debtedness for much of the above ma- 
terial to ‘Profitable Management,” 
written by J. Lee Nicholson, C. P. A. 


ADAPTING OF COATS 
FOR LITTLE WOMEN 
Need in This Specialty. of Stand- 
ardizing Sizes to Fit the 
Needs-of the Trade. 





Fewer coat jobbers are featuring 
little women’s coats as a side line to 
their regular line‘of coats. The reason, 
according to Sam Goldberg of the firm. 
of Roth, Goldberg & Snydecker, is that 
many of the jobbers who tried it have 
found it unprofitable. ‘“‘As retailers 
learn to fully know the proportions of 
“a genuine little woman’s coat,” he said 
yesterday, ‘they are more inclined to 
buy these garments from houses that 
specialize in this field exclusively. At 
the“Deginning of every season, how- 
ever, it is still possible to find new 
houses taking a flier in the branch of 


the coat business, but they soon aban- 
don their .efforts as they find they 
cannot do it justice. 

“The manufacture of little women’s 
coats is a study in itself. Up to a 
short time o the ‘few firms that 
specialized in these coats provided for 
only the’average sized small woman, 
namely, sizes from 13% to 23%: As. soon 
as retailers saw the advantages of 
these garnients, however, they began 
to call for sizes that would fit the 
small, dlim* figure and also the short 
and. stubby figure, with the result that 
there are today more sizes to grade 
than in ordinary coat lines. It is easy 
to'see what difficulties a firm making 
both classes of coats woul( run into 
in the height of the season, especailly 
since retailers demand unusually quick 
deliveries. ip 

“The fact that each manufacturer of 
little women’s coats sizes his gar- 
ments differently makes it confusing 
for the retailer. .One house states that 
its size 13% is equal to a size 14, in 
which there is a half-size difference. 
At the same time, their size 35% is 
equal to a 34, in which there is a size 
and a half difference. Still another 
houge states that its.size 27% is equal 
to a 42. ; 

“In my opinion, one of the most for- 
ward steps that could be taken in this 
field would be the standardization of 
sizes. Of course, this is. not an easy 
task, there are a few manufacturers, 
who think they are supreme and that 
mor § are greater than the industry, it- 
self. 

‘I make the following suggestion on 
sizes, which we have adopted in our 
own firm in order to aid-retail sales- 
people in stock as well as selling these 
coats. The tion is that 
sizes 13% to 19%, which are generally 
used in misses’ departments, . be 
equivalents of sizes 14 to 20. Sizes 35% 
to 45% are désirable in women’s de- 

ents to be used when short sizes 
36 to 46 are required. 
“I do not state that other sizes are 
not practical, but it would help the 
ers 4f the manufacturers would 
work out one size range, so that when 
a buyer receives a lot of garm 
from a new house she or he will not 
have to educate the sales\ force all 


over again.”

SUPPLIES WILL INCREASE 


Cherries From New Jersey Are Be- 
céming More Plentiful—Butter 
Prices Fall, Eggs Unchanged. 


Home-grown vegetables appeared on 
dining tables here last week when 
Orange. County made the season’s first 
shipment of New, York celery and Iet- 
tuce, according to the weekly review 
of local food markets made public yes- 
terday by Dr. Arthur E. ‘Albrecht, 
New, York Director of the State De- 
partment of Farms and Markets. The 


first ‘ consignments of gooseberries 
from the Hudson Valley and raspber- 
ries from New Jersey also arrived. 
Increasing receipts of celery and let- 
tuce will be received from now on, ac- 
cording -to the review, which further 
says: 

“Supplies of lettuce, sthing. beans, to- 
matoes, peaches and dewberries were 
in abundant supply at the end of the 
week. ‘The demand for lettuce was 
slow, and with supplies’ liberal prices 
declined. Crates of two dozen heads 
of. the’ big Boston variety from 
Orange County sold mostly at 35 to 75 
cents. The California Iceberg type in 
crates of four to five dozen sold at 
50 cents to $1.75. 

“Prices for string. beans slumped 
sharply. Green beans: in forty-quart 
hampers sold at from $1 to $2.50. Re- 
ceipts of tomatoes from Mississip 
[were liberal. Georgia peaches were in 
larger supply at the end of the week. 

“Due to limited _receipts, strawberry | Fr 
prices advanced sharply. Arrivals 
from the Hudson Valley district sold 
at 20 to 40 cents per quart at whole- 
sale. Cherries from New Jersey are 
steadily becoming more plentiful. 
“Live poultry at the West Washing- 
ton wholesale’ market was in good de- 
mand. Prices advanced 1 to 2 cents 
per pound on fowls and 3 to 5 cents 
per pound on broilers toward the end 
of the week. Long Island young ducks 
were in fair supply. 

“Butter declined 1 to 2 cents per 
pound at wholesale. Eggs remained 
unchanged. Present wholesale egg 
prices are about 4-cents below those of 
a' year ago.”’

FEW ANGORA CATS IN ANGORA 


War Hit Tabbies Who Helped to 
Make the Town Famous. 


ANGORA, Turkey June 19 (#).—An- 

gora cats are in danger of becoming 
extinct. The years of war, famine and 
neglect in Turkey have made great 
Tavages on the breed of long-haired, 
busy-tailed, pink-eyed tabbies. They 
and Angora goats made this: section 
of Turkey famous. 
. The only varieties the visitor here 
sees nowadays are .scrawny, half- 
starved, ill-colored cats, whose inter- 
breeding with the common back-yard 
city cat has caused them to losé much 
of their former ‘‘aristocratic’’ charac- 
teristics. 

During the worst period of the 
World War, when Turkey, like Ger-> 
many and Austria, was driven to all 
extremities for food, it is said that 
many Turks in the interior ate cats 
and dogs. 

While this, probably happened yee 
in rare. cases, it is a fact that 
number of pure Angora cats in Turkey 
today are. so few that authorities on 
zoology and natural /history fear the 

will b extinct within a 
few years unless steps are takén to 
breed them scientifically.

Color of Americus Club 
_ Ball Found in Ruins of Old 
Academy of Music. 
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~ FAMOUS MEN DEPICTED

Memories of the Americus Club and 
William M. Tweed were recalled” last 


* sweek by the discovery of a water color 


painting of an Americus Club Bali in 
the cellar of the old Academy of Mu- 
gic, which is being-demolished to clear 
the site for a new building of the Con- 


_- Bolidated Gas Company. 


The Americus Club was Tweed’s own 
particular social organization, when 
he was in the height of his power as 


“boss” of Tammany Hall and New | 


York City. The painting, in which the 
artist sketched bodies for heads cut 
from photographs and drew in a stage, 
orchestra pit and boxes, is not dated; 
but the ball which it commemorated 
apparently was held in 1869 after A. 
Oakley Hali, designated in the picture 
as “Abe O’Hall,” first became Mayor. 
It apparently was held before 1870, 
when the attack upon Tweed’s control 
ef the city government began, for 
George Jones of THe New York Times 
and James O’Brien, who was one ‘of 
the organizers of the “‘Young Democ- 
tracy’ to fight Tweed, are pictured 
among the guests. 


Picture Found in Cellar. 


The picture was discovered in the cel- 

lar under the stage. Robert E. Living- 
gton of the Consolidated Gas Company, 
who requested workmen to be on the 
‘lookout for just such mementos, took 
charge of the picture and caused it to 
be photographed. The water color 
painting is rather crude and is mostly 
in reds and yellows and here and there 
@ touch of blue. it is worthy of note 
that the signature in the lower right 
hand corner has been erased. This 
probably happened after the attack on’ 
Tweed had succeeded, the ‘ring’ 
broken up and many of its principals 
put in jail. It was conjectured by some 
who have seen the painting that the 
artist was one of those who afterward 
cartooned Tweed so effectively and 
gome follower of Tweed in pique 
erased his signature. 

“Tweed, who was President of the 
cClub,.et this period, is shown in the 
cent®é of tie stage with his famous 
tige: head watch charm, the Americus 
Ciub emblem, prominently displayed. 

This waich charm tiger’s head was 
of solid gold, set with diamonds and 
with rubies for eyes. The use of the 
tiger as the symbolic emblem of Tam- 
many Hall is believed to have been de- 
rived from this tiger’s head. In Thomas 
Nast’s cartoons, which contributed 
greatly to the downfall of Tammany, 
the tiger frequently appears with the 
‘word “‘Americus’’ on “its collar. Gus- 
tavus Myers in his history of Tam- 
Many Hall says Mr. Nast in all prob- 
ability was responsible for the trans- 

_ference of the tiger symbol from the 
Ameriaus Club to Tammany. 


Famous.Men Portrayed. 


The prosperity of the Americus Club 
fn the late 60s, as well as the 
power of Tweed at that time, is indi- 
cated by the prominence of the mem- 
‘bers and guests shown in the picture. 
Among these are John Jacob Astor, 
grandson of the original John Jacob, 


~ Commodore Cornelius Vanderbilt, the 


founder of the fortunes of that family; 
James Gordon Bennett Sr., founder of 
The New York Herald; James Gordon 
Bennett Jr., Horace Greeley of The 
New York Tribune, Hugh J. Hastings 
of The Commercial Advertiser, James 
Brooks of The Express, Jay Gould and 
dames. Fisk Jr., who had just about 
that time made Tweed a director cf 
the Erie Railroad. Gould and Fisx, 
who was killed in 1872, were members 
The others 
mentioned were apparently guests on 
this occasion. 4 

The only woman in the painting is 
Olive Logan, a writer, who later mar- 
ried E. Wirt Sikes of the American 
diplomatic service. Others depicted are 
“Judge” Connolly, who was Controller 
during the palmy days of the Tweed 
” Jerome, a famous wit; 
Gunning 8. Bedford, City Recorder and 
Judge. of the Court of General Ses- 
sions; Chief of Police Keiso, Claudius 
S. Grafulla, leader of the Seventh Reg- 
iment’ Band; County Clerk Charles E. 
Loew, a power in Tammany; Andrew 
J. Garvey, a contractor who was later 
to turn State’s evidence against Tweed, 
and ‘‘General Tweed Jr.,” a son of 
Tweed. 


Most Prosperous Club. 


The Americus Club in the late 60s 
Was perhaps the most prosperous or- 
ganization of its kind in the country 
and the first, or one of the first, of 
American country clubs. Its club- 
house was at Indian Harbor, Green- 
wich, Conn., on :what was subse- 
quently the site of the estate of the 
jiate Commodore &. C. Benedict. 

The club was founded in 1849, and 
accorditig to Fairfield’s History of New 
York Clubs, published in _ 1873, its 
clubhouse was the finest in the coun- 
try. The Americus Club had no home 
in New York City and its only func- 
tion during the Winter was a ball. 
Practically all the Americus Club 
_members, however, belonged to the 
Blossom Club, then at 172 Fifth Ave- 
nue, which came for a time to be the 
Winter headquarters of Tweed and his 
leading lieutenants. : 

“The Americus Club was at first in- 
tended as a’ purely social organiza- 
tion—a sort of club for gentlemen of 
leisure with sporting — proclivities,”’ 
Fairfield’s Histo says. “But in 
those days gentlemen of elegant leisure 
‘were not plentiful, and the club conse- 
guently did not get on very thoroughly

After the arrest 
and conviction of Tweed, a charge of 
$8 a day was made for guests, and the 
bar was no longer free. Counting the 
men employed on the boats of its fleet, 
most of which were owned by the club 
and not by individual employes, the 
club had about 150 employes, or 50 per 
cent. more than its membership. 

The Americus Club continued for 
some years after Tweed dropped out of 
the picture, but its days of lavish ex- 

ture. passed with the man who 
may be said to have created it. No 
longer were Mayors and Governors 
selected at conferences in its club- 
house, as was the case in the days of 
Tweed. It continued as a Summer 
club, ‘with the principal interest of its 
members in yachting, and finally died 
a matural. death as its members 
dropped out and it became too expen- 
sive to maintain for those remaining.

' WILL CARRY CAMERAS 


Col. Sherrill, the City Manager, 
Plans to Use Pictures in the 
: Detection of Crime. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CINCINNATI, June 19.—Policemen 
here will carry pocket cameras, it has 
been announced by City Manager Sher- 
rili. A policeman with a tiny camera 
could preserve evidence of crime and 
accidents that would be invaluable in 
the detection of criminals and for use 
in the courts, he said. This evidence 
is lost at present, and the prosecutor 
has to depend on human memory, al- 
ways tricky, and inadequate oral testi- 
mony of circumstances of the 
crime or of an accident, Colonel Sher- 
rill declared. 

Colonel Sherrill also announced plans 
for what he calls a ‘‘city reproduction 
plant.’”’ He says in the Engineering, 
the Utility, the Park, the City Plan- 
ning, the Building and other municipal 
departments, there is constant need of 
good photographs. 

These photographs will be of use not 
only in the practical administration of 
the departments, but selections can be 
reproduced in the Official Bulletin that 
it is proposed to publish.
